No. CfVR(l) / 6ii. — ^The foUowLng di’aft of certaia 
ameodmenU lo the Cost and Worki Accountants Rcgula- 
tioM which it is proposed to make in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-sections (1) and (3) of Section 39 of 
the Cost and Works Accountants Act 1959 (Act No. 23 
of 1959) is published for information of all persons like- 
ly to be affecled thereby and notice is hereby given that 
the draft will be taken up for consideration on or after 
15th June 1968. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received 
from any person with respect to the said draft before the 
date specified will be considered by the Council of the 
Institute of Cost and Works AccouJitant.s of India, 

In the said Regulations : 

I. In sub-regulation (6) of Regulation 1, for the exist- 
ing last sentence, the following shall be substituted, 
namely : 

“The amount so collected shall be transferred to the 
respccti\e Regional Councils by the Council.” 

II. After the existing Regulation 23 and before the 
existing Regulation 24, the following new Regulation 23A 
shall be inserted, nameley : 

“23 A. Renoration to Studentship. — ^The Coimcfl mav 
on request made to it by a person whose regis- 
tration has been cancel!^ under Regulation 23, 
restore his registration, if he is otherwise eligible 
thereto, on payment before such restoration the 
annual subscription for the year during which 
his registration is restored, all arrears on account 
of the annual subscription and a restoration fee 
of Rs, 15 : 

Provided that no restoration of registration 
shall be effected unless the request for such 
restoration is received within three years from 
the date of notifying the cancellation of regis- 
tration.” 

III. In sub-regiilation (4) of Regulation 32, the follow- 
ing sub-clauses (iii) and (iv) shall be added, namely : 

"(iii) Those who have passed the Diploma/ Degree 
Examination of the Indian Institute of Science, 
Bangalore, with at least two papers or a paper 
of at least 200 maximum marks in Mathematics 
or Physics as a subject shall be exempted from 
taking the paper on Practical Mathematics. 

(Iv) Those who have passed the Diploma/ Degree 
Exapination in Engineering from the Indian 
Institute of Science, Bangalore, or from any of 
the Indian Institutes of Technology, shall be 
exempted from taking the papers on Practical 
Mathematics and Elements of Engineering.” 

IV. For the existing sub-regulation (7) of Regulation 
32, the loliovving sub-regulation shall be substituted, 
namely : 

“(7) A candidate who is not declared successful In 
Group I or Group II of the Intermediate Exami- 
nation under sub-regulation (2) of Regulation 
41, but obtains a minimum of 50 per cent of 
the total marks in any paper of the said Group 
I or Group U shall be exempted from that 
paper," 

V. In sub-clause (ii) of sub-regulation (4) of Regula- 
tion 35, for the words "or the Statistician’s Diploma 
Examination of the Indian Statistical Institute, Calcutta,", 
the following words shall }>e substituted, namely : 

‘‘or the Diploma/ Degree Examination Statistics from 
the Indian Statistical Institute, Calcutta,", 


VI. In sub-clause (ii) of sub-regulation (6) of Regula- 
tion 35, for the words “a minimum of 35 ^r cent of Ore 
total marks in each paper”, the following words shall bo 
substituted, namely : 

“a minimum of 40 per cent of the total marks hi 
each paper”. 

VII. For the existing sub-regulation (2) of Regulation 
41, the following sub-regulation shall be sutetituted, 
namely : 

'*(2) A candidate shall be declared to have passed 
in an examination when he has passed in all 
the Groups comprised in that examination from 
which he has not been exempted. A candidate 
shall ordinarily be declared to have passed in 
a Group of an examination if he gets at one 
sitting a minimum of 40 per cent of the total 
marto in each paper from which he has not 
obtained exemption and an aggregate of 50 per 
cent ot the total marks of ali .vuch papcis m that 
group : provided that for a pass or Group III 
of the Intermediate Examination or Group II 
of the Final Examination, the minimum ot 
40 per cent marks in each paper shall not be 
insisted upon if he obtains a mi nim um of 35 
per cent of the total marks in each paper and 
an aggregate of 50 per cent of the total marks 
of all papers m that Group. The Council ma>, 
however, vary the minimum pass marks at its 
discretion for all the examinations.” 

■VTJl. For the existing sub-regulation (5) of Regulation 
41, the following sub -regulation shall be substituted, 
namely : 

“(5) A candidate shall be supplied with a duplicate 
copy of his markshect in respect qf an examina- 
tion conducted under these Regulations on an 
application being made in that behalf together 
with a fee of Rs. 10 : 

Provided that an application for supply of 
duplicate copy of marksheet in respect of an 
examination shall be made within five years from 
the declaration of results of that examination.”

EXPLANATORY NOTE ON THE ABOVE AMEND- 
MENTS 

The following is the explanatory note on the amend- 
ments proposed in Notification No. CWR(l)/68 dated the 
19th April 1968. This note is intended only to clarify the 
intention of the Council underlying these amendments 
and should not be construed as limiting or amplifying 
the scope of these proposed amendments in any manner 
whatsoever. 


I. Consequent on the deletion, already effected of Chap- 
ter XII relating to Students' Associatiorus from the Regu- 
lations, reference to “Students* Associations*’ in Rcgula- 
lion 7(6) is being dropped. 


n. The Council has decided that the registration of 
students who might default in payment of their annual 
subscnplion should be cancelled. It i.s now proposed 
fo provide for a Regulation to enable those students 
whose registration might be cancelled for default of pay- 
ment of subscription, to apply for restoration of their 
registration.

specif m the amendment to those who have pMsed 
me Diploma or Degree examination from the mdian 
Institute of Sdence, Bangalore, or from the five Indian 
l^titutes of Technology at Bombay, Delhi, Kanpur 
Khargpur and Madras, which arc insrituiions of nattonai 
importance. 
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IV, VI & Vn. According to the existing Regulations, a 
candidate will be declared to have passed in a Group of 
an examination if he secures 40% of the total marks In 
each paper and an aggregate of 50% of the total marks 
of all papers in that Group. In case, however, where a 
subject is comprised more than one paper (Costing in 
Intermediate Examination and Advanced Accountant 
and Costing in Final Examination), a minimum of 35% 
of the total marks in each such paper and a minimum 
aggregate of 50% of the total mai'ks of aU such papers 
in that Subject are sufficient for a pass in that subject. 
It Is now proposed to fix uniformly the minimum pass 
marks in all individual papers including Advanced 
Accountancy but excluding Costing at 40%. In case of 
the subject Costing, however, the existing standard of 
pa.ss, namely 35% in. each paper and 50% in aggregate, 
will continue. 

V. The existing Eegulaiinns provide .for grant of 
exemption from Siatistic.s at the Final Examination to 
those who have passed the iStatistician’s Diploma Exami- 
nation of the Indian Statistical Institute, Calcutta. It is 
now proposed to grant similar exemption to those who 
have passed the Degree Examination in Statistics from 
the Indian Statistical Institute. 

VIII. According to the present requirements of the 
Regu!l^f!ions, individual marksheet is supplied free to 
each Candidate of an examination. It is proposed to 
charge a fee of Rs. 10/- in case a duplicate marksheet 
in respect of an examination is required by any can- 
didate.

No. GM 1 66-1. — In exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 45 of the Air Corporations Act, 1953 (27 of 
1953), and with the previous approval of the Central 
Government, the Corporation hereby makes the following 
regulations further to amend the Air-India Employees* 
Provident Fund Regulations, 1954, namely : — 

L (1) These regulations may be called the Air-India 
Employees’ Provident Fimd (Amendment) Re^ 
gulations, 1968, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the official Gazette. 

2. In the Air-India Employees’ Provident Fund Regu- 
lations, 1954, for clau.se (b) of regulation 2, the follow- 
ing clau.se shall be substituted, namely : — 

"(b) ‘Pay’ means basic pay and includes, where 
adrtiissible, Command Pay, Efficiency 
Bonus. Navigation Allowance, R/T AUow- 
ance, Overseas Operations Allowance, Jet 
Allowance, Technical Pay, Qualification 
Pay and Dearness Allowance earned by an 
employee while on duty or on leave with 
pay in accordance with the terms of con- 
tract of employment and any other item or 
items of emoluments which the Corpora- 
tion may, with the approval of the Central 
Government, specifically direct to be so 
included in any particular case : 

Provided that the inclusion of the follow- 
ing emoluments in the term ‘Pay’ will have 
effect from the date specified against 
each : — 

(i) R/T Allowance— 1-1-1960. 

(ii) Overseas Operations Allowance — l-I- 
1960. 


(iii) Jet Allowance for Pilots — 1-4-19-61. 

(iv) Jet Allowance for Navigators and 
Flight Engineers- — 1-4-1962. 

(v) Jet Allowance for Cabin Crew — 
1,4-1964. 

(vi) Technical Pay for Technicians includ- 
ing Charge Hands, Inspectors and 
Foremen. — 1-8-1966. 

(vii) Technical Pay and Qualification Pay 
for Aircraft Maintenance Engineers, 
Technical Officers and employees of 
equivalent or higher categories entitled 
to the allowance. — 1-4-1964. 

(viii) Dearness Allowance — 21-2-1966." 

AIR-INDIA EMPLOYEES’ PASSAGE REGU- 
LATIONS, 1960 

No. GM/S6.- — ^In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 45 of the Air Corporations Act, 1953 (27 of 

1953), and with the previous approval of the Central 
Government, the Corporation hereby makes the following 
regulations further to amend the Air-India Employees’ 
Passage Regulations, 1960, namely : — 

1. (1) Thc.se regulations may be called the Air-Indla 

Employees’ Passage (Amendment) ReguiaEon.s, 
1968. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the official Gazette. 

2. In the Air-India Employees’ Passage Regulations, 
1960 (hereinafter referred to as the said regulations), for 
sub-regulation (2) of regulation 4, the following sub- 
regulation shall be substituted, namely 

“(2) For the purposes of sub-regulation (1), the 
following shall be the regional routes, namely : — 

(a) Indlu/USA/Tndia; 

(b) India/East Africa/Tndia; 

(c) India/Japan/India; 

(d) India/ Australia/India; 

(e) India/Kuwait/India; 

(f) Such other routes as may be added.” 

3. For sub-regulation (2) of regulation 10 of the said 
regulations, the following Aib-reguIation shall be sub- 
stituted, namely 

“(2) In the event of any employee retiring from the 
service of the Corporation or dying while in 
service, the free/conce.ssional passages due to 
him on the date of his retirement/ death may be 
granted to him and/or his family, as the o&se- 
may be, within a period of one year from the 
date of retirement or death."
